of pacifists, disarmists, philosophical 
anarchists, religious objectors, on the 
one hand, and jingoists, j inkers, pa 
triots, nationalists on the other, it IB 
too early to condemn higher education 
in toto for being uncertain whether 
to teach the doctrine of some sociolog- 
ical cyclist, and insist that through ail 
the days of eternity peace and war 
shall be the trough and crests of 
ceaseless waves, or to believe that 
the strengthening claims of altruism 
will in the end banish all wars—in 
deed, that the day of Ht, oanishment is 
very near 


'Hard as it is at times to reali/.e 


this, wo ourselves are now at war 
Shall we be victors, or will the en- 
emy triumph? How important, in the 
end, is the answer to this question, In 
this valuation of education! 
This is 


most clearly illustrated, for example, 
by reference to the highly concrete 
point, whether or not the schools of 
our nation will undertake more mili- 
tary training than in the past. 
If the 


war shall terminate indecisively or 
somewhat indecisively, there is ao 
doubt possiJle that we shall be com- 
muted to some type of military train- 
ing as a permanent program. 
It will 


be imperative that \ve do this. 
We 


shall have 
no choice 
If, however, 


the principles of democracy and po- 
H'ical enlightenment 
shall succeed 


and lead to a stable peace, to partial 
or complete disarmament, 
it is not 


likely that-'a, wurse of strictly mili- 
tary training will find lasting favor 
with our nation. The thousands of 
young men now in camps will return 
to their homes after some months or 
years, and, with what vasUy changed 
outlook on life we can only hint. Mil- 
itary life will have a different mean- 
ing for them than it has had to any 
large _cjass _ of,men in America iot 
'forty years.' I3ut even they will hesi- 
tate to bring upon us a high degree 
of institutional military training like 
that of gome European nations, on the 
supposition we have made 


When Peace Comes. 


"When peace conies, we shall have 


a changed world. T)iat Is why we are 
at war—the need of a change Shall 
we not welcome the test In education, 
if it? come e«en as a refining fire, to 
show us the slag and foam, the gold 
and •silver?' The great epoch that is 
before us must banish selfish Individ- 
ualism and substitute a state of ptullc 
mind which at least places on equality 
with private good the good that will

President J. G. Gunderson of 


School Administration Section 


for Consolidation 


The little red school house 
has 


served its time, J G Gunderson of 
Aneta. president of the school admin- 
istration division of the North Da- 
kota Education association, informed 
his Jjearers this afternoon in his an- 
nual address. 


"Most of us now agree that a live 


and practical system of public schools 
is neceshary for the full development

of a vigorous and prosperous nation 
and state," said President Gunderson. 
"To bring about this condition in our 
schools we must have unification and 
co-operation of the administrative and 
teaching forces of the state and the 
financial aid of the taxing units. The 
four little school houses, one located 
in each corner ol the township, have 
served their usefulness and we are 
entering the era of consolidated rural 
schools. The consolidated school pro- 
vides better and more modern build- 
ings ; tetter teachers, because of more 
favorable social conditions existing in 
such schools. 
It gives the country 
boys and girls more of the advantages 
that village and city pupils have. 


Will Beard Students. 
"The objection that now prevails 


against transporting children during 
cold weather I .believe will be over- 
come eventually by providing housing 
and boarding accommodations at the 
school center for children living at 
great distances. The home will not 
be disturbed. It will not be neces- 
sary for the pupil to sever home ties 
to get a public school education." 
, President Gunderson recommends 
the establishment of evening schools; 
commends medicaJJusiiecAion and the 
establishmenjf^oFa schow" nurse in 
every county, and urges that some 
teacher in every school make it her 
special duty to teach the girls those 
things they should know and to see 
that they are properly chaperoned at 
social functions. "There seems to be 
too much laxity in the moral protec- 
tion of our young people. 
Morals 


should be a subject in all our schools." 


Effect of War. 


Touching on the effect of war on 


the public schools, President Gunder- 
Fon said: 
"We cannot afford to have 


the work of our schools weakened, 
'mt how are we going to prevent it? 
It has already become evident that 
there is to be a shortage of teachers. 


To keep a full quota of qualified teach- 
ers under existing circumstances may 
Become impossible, and if we do not 
place proper safeguards against this, 
we may have, to compromise our 
schooling efficiencies, to the detriment 
of our children and the public. 


• Our national congress recognised 


the ftnportance of our public schools 
m this state by donating one-eigh-1 
teentb of the land area within our 
borders for their support, besides set- 
ting apart a liberal grant to our high- 
er educational institutions Good mor- 
al and highly trained intellectual peo- 
ple -will insure a country of high mor- 
al standards and high intellectual de- 
velopment 
How about the public 


schools of our state? 
Are they as 


good as they should W? Are tfiey as 
good as they might be under condi- 
tions existing' Are they as practical 
2nd "regressive as they should bp* 
7 


Are we as school officers doing our 
duty to solve these problems' These 
are questions that we may well ask 
ourselves? 


••Our official position makes us to 


some extent the custodians of the 
children's future welfare, and, so, 
keepers of the future of the state. We 
should endeavor to execute our-trust 
faithfully and intelligently." 
President Gunderson closed with 


the hope that some means might be 
devised of assuring the attendance of 
at least one representative of every 
school in the state at these popular 
annual assemblies, which open the 
way for closer relations and better co- 
operation between school officers and 
teachers.

Mr. Seymour 
maintained that no teacher of any 
subject has greater opportunity than 
the teacher of agriculture to maintain 
a high standard of professional inter- 
est which is always up to date. New 
methods, new and better ways of do- 
ing* things, the latent results of in- 
vestigation are continually being pour- 
ed forth for the asking from the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
and from the various 'state experiment 
stations. He should have the fine 
sense of the fitness of things and the 
judgment and common sense to dis- 
tinguish between what is essential and 
non-essential.

For a half century we have been edu- 
cating the eye and the hand, and the 
stronger ear and tongue have not been 
trained. The gift ot speech'has not 
been appreciated. 
"The schools more and more are 


asking the colleges that all their Eng- 
lish teachers be able to read sympa- 
thetically and -speak effectively. It is- 
the schools that are-asking that their 
graduates be imbued with -a deep and 
.abiding love for go«d literature as a 
study of life and to realize that this 
lite is written in a living and not a 
dead language. Goethe says 'A world 
dies in the pen.' The only hope for 
it is that it be recreated." 


•Can't Talk with Ease. 


"Miss Breck of California, speaking 


before the national council of teach- 
ers of English in Chicago in 1913, 
said: 
'In an age in which effective 


speech is more and more essential, 
I found most boys and girls talking 
with little ease, clearness or force.' 
Miss Camburn of the English depart- 
ment in the high school at Mt. Clem- 
ens, Mirh.. said: 'Since we'are train- 
"ing for citizenship in a republic where 
the question of effective speaking must 
always be vital, I regard work of this 
kind as the English teacher's greatest 
opportunity to satisfy the modern de- 
mand, for practicability.
